The Superintending School Committee respectfully present 
_ the following Report :— 


Districr—No. 1. 


In District No.1, there are two schools graded with re- 
spect to the ages and attainments of the pupils. There have 
been during the year three Terms of each school. In the Sum- 
mer Term, which was of twelve weeks, there were twenty-two 
pupils in the more advanced department, and forty-two in the 
other. In the Autumn Term, of ten weeks, there were twenty 
pupils in the former and forty-one in the latter. In the Winter 
Term, of sixteen weeks, there were forty-nine pupils in the 
more advanced school and thirty-eight in the other. The teach- 
ers of the Summer Term were Miss Jennie Parke and Mrs. An- © 
nie Heilge ;—of the Autumn Term Miss Martha E. Benton and 
Mrs. Annie Heilge;—of the Winter Term Mr. B. H. Roberts 
and Miss Martha E. Benton. These teachers have rendered ex- 
cellent service to the District. The salaries of teachers for the 
year amount to $736,00. The sum of $382,00, raised by an 
extra tax, has also been expended in repairs contributing much 
to the improvement of the school building and premises.

District—No. 2.

District—No. 4. 


Summer term by Annie P. Merrill, who as usual sought 
the greatest good for her pupils; yet her labors were not fully 
appreciated by all. Winter term in care of Emma A. Eaton, 
whose qualifications were sufficient for the position, yet from a 
lack of ambiton or of energy, failed to bring her school up to 
that standard of excellence so desirable, and which can be reach- 
ed only by constant effort and the sacrifice of ease and comfort. 

District—No. 5. 

This school has had three terms taught by as many different 
teachers. Summer term by Miss Irena Hemphill. Fall term by 
Annie P. Merrill, both good teachers. Winter term by Mr.

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District—No. 7.

Brown. Some of the classes passed an excellent examination 
and gave evidence of thorough drill. Winter term by Mrs. 
Lydia F. Camp, a teacher of experience and who labored to 
faithfully discharge her duties to her pupils. 

District—No. 8. 

Summer term, Miss Mary Briggs’ first attempt at teaching 
proved a success and we hope she will persevere in the calling. 
Miss Mahan conducted the school in winter. Her reputation as 
a teacher is too well known to need further comment. 

Disrtict—No. 9. 


The one term of this district was under the superintendence 
of Miss Lottie Nichols. Not being notified of the close of the 
school, cannot report of its success. 


District—No. 10. 


Summer term in charge of Katie Simonds,—her first school. 
A portion of the scholars left before the close of the term, yet 
Ido not consider the teacher in fault. Mrs. Alma Babbitt 
taught the fall term, A teacher of ability and experience, de- 
voting her time to so few scholars they could not fail of mak- 
ing good progress in their studies. Neighborhood differences 
should not be suffered to enter the schoolroom; there all should 
be united as all have equal rights; no one should be willing to 
deprive his children of the advantages of a common school ed- 
ucation. 

Districtr—No. 11. 


Only one term of school, taught by Mrs. Carrie Hadley. 
Visited the school only once; twice out of three times I went 
for that purpose, failed to find it in session, sickness making a 
great breakage in the school. The district speak of Mrs. H. 
only to commend. 

District—No. 12. 
Misses Withington aud Pressey taught the two terms of 
-school both' giving general satisfaction. I always find the schol- 
ars here quiet aud studious. 
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Districr—No. 13. ; 


Taught in summer by Miss Sarah W. Hurlburt, one of our 
most conscienscious teachers. Winter term commenced by Mr. 
Ladoit Derby who at the close of two weeks thought i+ desira- 
ble to leave and finished by Mr. W. L. Barnes. The scholars 
are deserving of especial commendation for their observance of 
school regulations and diligence in study. 

Districtr—No. 14. 


This small school was under the care of Miss Lena Arvin 
in summer ; her first term ; she did, well. In the fall Mrs Lydia 
F’, Camp performed her duties acceptably to the district. 

District—No. 15. 


Miss Withington, in her quiet way secured good order and 

made the school both pleasant and profitable. 
District—No. 16. 

Miss Delia A. Merrill having previously taught in this 
school, giving good satisfaction, was gladly engaged for a sec- 
ond term. Fall term under charge of Minnie E. Merrill, who is 
at home.in the schoolroom, and although younger in experience, 
promises well for the future. 


Districtr—No 17. 


This school has been under the care of Miss Ruth Houston 
during the year; she faithfully performed her duties. Neatness 
and correctness was a marked feature in writing and drawing, 
some fine specimens of which were shown. 


District—No. 18. 
Miss Elva H. Kimball last year had charge of this little 
school, and the district were well pleased to be able to secure 
her services a second time. 


REMARKS. 

In regard to the marking of the scholars, I will say, that 
notwithstanding many have have striven hard, the number 
is small that the teachers are able to mark perfect in deport- 
mont, recitation and attendance ; many have nearly attained the 
mark yet, from some unavoidable cause have failed; let them 
not be discouraged, but remember that true merit brings its own 
reward. 
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Such is the brief record of the year; as here presented it is 
of little value when compared with the enduring record upon the 
mind and hearts of our children. Could we but see the im- 
pressions which have been made upon the minds,—the impulse 
given the feelings, excited thoughts awakened and knowledge 
‘imparted, and could we see the bearing of these upon the future 
lives of these children, then would we be brought to feel the 
weight of responsibility resting upon us as parents and teachers, 
that we provide for our children teachers, not only capable to 
instruct, but those whose hearts are in their work and who 
teach by example as well as precept, and strive to turn the 
youthful mind in the right channel.
